STATE OF WISCONSIN PAYS 28 CENTS 


AN HOUR 


:y HE great state of Wisconsin, which does an annual business 
1 
of $20,000,000, has family men on its payroll to whom it is 


paying the munificent salary of 28 cents an hour. 


The janitors at the university, about'28 in number, have 


petitioned the board of regents for an increase in salary. They 
are now receiving $75 a month. They are compelled to work 
nine hours a day. 


Last year the men were receiving $70 a month. 
They ask- 


ed for an increase of $10 a month. They'were given an increase 
of $5 a month. 


It has been pretty firmly established that 40 cents an hour 


is a minimum wage. And yet here is'the great state of Wiscon- 


ing done by those fortified with 
the power of money and of priv- 
ilege. . It is well that our agri- 
cultural population is inherent- 
ly careful and conservative.
